Claim Items 
In Teepee 

Lost: one diamond studded 

wedding band. Lose a ring? It 
can be claimed at the Lost and 
Found Department in the Teepee. 

The department, in the book¬ 
store and operated by Mrs. Lu¬ 
cille Ward and Miss Gloria Gen¬ 
try, is stacked with lost articles. 

“An amazing variety of ob¬ 
jects are turned in,’ says Mrs. 
Ward, “including shoes, keys, 
money, raincoats, umbrellas, 
rings, and wallets. ’ 

Articles come from such var¬ 
ious sources as teachers, stu¬ 
dents, and porters. Many ar¬ 
ticles are claimed, but each year 
the remainder piles up. For in¬ 
stance, a box measuring one-half 
by one foot remains stuffed with 
glasses, rings and billfolds from 
last year alone. 

“Total amount of lost objects 
in a year alone amounts to a full 
pick-up load,” Mrs. Ward said. 

“The funny thing is that no one 
ever seems to claim their glass¬ 
es,” reported Mrs. Ward. 

She also reported that it was 
girls who tended to lose items. 
She pointed to a pile of purses, 
ear rings, bracelets, and single 
gloves. 

Money is normally handled by 
the registrar’s office. It is not 
unusual to receive as much as $60 
in lost currency during the first 
weeks of school. 

Many items can be traced 
through the registrar’s office and 
eventually returned to their own¬ 
ers but some lack identification 
and are piled in with other ar¬ 
ticles to await claim. 

Lost articles can be claimed, 
at the book store by simply i- 
.dentifying the article. 

Books left in the Teepee are 
usually left where they are. 
Small objects are sometimes 
turned into the registrar’s office, 
the second place to check for a 
lost article. Items should con¬ 
tain identification whenever pos¬ 
sible, Mrs. Ward said.

professor, has repossessed his 
three doctorate diplomas.

Stewart Blood Bank Needs 
More Blood Front Apaches

The Stewart Blood Bank needs 
three times as many TJC stu¬ 
dents to give blood as gave last 
year, says its administrative di¬ 
rector, Robert Fry. 

“Last year we had over 200 
donors from TJC,” he said, “but 
we could use three times that 
many now.’ 

A fee of $10 or an optional 
choice of a family insurance plan 
is offered the donor for a pint 
of blood. 

To give blood a student must 
be over 18. Those under 21 
years of age must have one of 
their parents sign a consent card. 
A student must present his draft 
card or drivers license and an¬ 
swer questions concerning his 
health and medical history before 
he can give blood, Fry said. 

TJC students participating in 
this program have their blood 
typed at Stewart Blood Bank. 
Then they are issued a card 
stating their type which serves as 
a record of donations. They are 
called to donate as the need for 
that type arises. 

One can donate every eight 


weeks, with no more than five 
donations per year, Fry said. 

Blood type is determined by 
taking a small sample from the 
fourth finger and mixing it with 
two known typing serums. Var¬ 
ious tests determine the iron 
content and red blood cell count. 

There are four common blood 
types: O, A f B, and AB. While 
type O is the most prevalent, it 
is “harder to get,” Fry said. 
“That works both ways.” 

The actual process of giving 
blood lasts approximately 15 min¬ 
utes and “doesn’t hurt as much 
as a shot,” Fry explained. 

A blood shortage exists in 
Tyler, due to lack of donors. 
“The use of blood is simply 
greater than the supply,” he 
said. 

Since blood may be kept only 
21 days before using, keeping a 
minimum but ample supply is a 
problem for Stewart Blood Bank. 

Under the family insurance 
option, one donation per year in¬ 
sures the donor and his family 
that any blood processing and 
replacement fee needed will be 
given free. 

Students may give blood from 
9 a.m.-6 p.m. week days and 
until 9 p.m. Thursday. 


‘that Communist rule affects e- 
ven the smallest details of life, 
things that we take for granted.” 

The degrees, one in law, one 
in. political science, and one in 
philosophy, were smuggled from 
Castro-controlled Cuba by a 
friend. 

Dr. Acosta left Cuba in 1961 
shortly after the Communist 
take-over but was forced by the 
regime to leave the originals of 
his diplomas behind. The Com¬ 
munists, in an effort to deter 
Cuban university graduates from 
leaving the country, passed a law 
that made diplomas and certifi¬ 
cates state property. 

“When a family leaves Cuba 
the state confiscates any property 
they have,” Dr. Acosta said. 

“The Communists have now 
taken over all the businesses of 
persons living in Cuba without 
any form of payment,” Dr. 
Acosta added. 

Dr. Acosta then described the 
tight restrictions imposed by the 
Castro government on labor 
camps where students and those 
drafted by the government must 
work for periods from 45 days 
to two years. 

He spoke of one 11-year-old 
boy who almost died in a labor 
camp as a result of sickness 
and lack of proper food. 

The military draft, starting 
at age 16, is mostly a front for 
the farm labor camps, he said. 

Despite low wages the price 
of essential goods remains high 
in the Communist “paradise” 
of Fidel Castro. A black mar¬ 
ket flourishes on the island due 
to the rigid rationing of com¬ 
modities. 

“An egg might cost 7 cents 
on the open market,” Dr. Acos¬ 
ta said, “and as much as 40 
cents on the black market.” 

Although the people are ex¬ 
tremely tired of Castro’s “eco¬ 
nomic experiment,” revolt is 


unlikely. 

“There is a committee of 
Communists on each block of 
every city who spy on each of 
their neighbors and watch for any 
suspicious actions,” Dr. Acosta 
stated.

But the question; Is the press 
using its freedom to manage the 
news as the hero of “1984” did Shades Of 

in the Ministry of Truth? It is 
ironic how this man of the future 1984’ 
worked in the name of “truth” 
only to remove any evidence of it 
from printed matter. 

He smudged out every honest statement to replace 
it with the ministry manipulators’ requested fabrications 
and falsehoods. 

Are we reaching a point where everything we read 
is twisted out of proportion and so exaggerated that we 
even doubt the weather report’s accuracy? 

Far too many conquered countries have forfeited 
freedom when freedom of the press was camouflaged. 

Czechoslovakia is today’s example of a country real¬ 
izing what freedom of the press COULD mean and at 
the same time experiencing what a managed press DOES 
mean. 

After two decades of enforced 
Communist conformity, the Czechs 
know a moment of freedom of the 
press. But five months later the 
Russians invaded Czechoslovakia. 

Why? 

Mostly because they could no 
no longer tolerate the freedom that Alexander Dubcek 
had granted the Czech press. Documented stories of 
torture, terror, and rigged purge trials were printed. 

Must the United States lose freedom of its free press 
through withheld information? The monopoly of major 
news services is being questioned. 

The United States “two party” news agencies--UPI 
and AP--and its “Three party” electronic agencies-- 
CBS, ABC, and NBC--offer unlimited opportunities to 
control news until it becomes a bundle of fabrications. 

For a concrete example--what about the major net¬ 
work s refusal to show Richard Daley’s side of the Chi¬ 
cago convention? They showed their own interpretation. 
In defense of police treatment of yippies, Daley, amazed 
at the distorted, twisted picture the 
news media gave; requested that 
the public be shown the other side. 

The major networks refused. Daley s Side 
Daley’s 60,000 letters from the 
American public “for” comparedto Refused 
the 4,000 “against” should be some 
evidence of public opinion. 

Independent stations throughout the country showed the 
other side after major networks declined to grant time. 

In print journalism also, independent editors are de¬ 
manding free freedom of the press.

ricular activities is another mo¬ 
tivation, he said. In Michigan 
where he taught seven years, 
foreign exchange students and 
class members attended outings 
and club meetings. 

LIVE THE LANGUAGE 

Through sports and social 
life students are inspired to learn 
a foreign language. After an 
afternoon on the ski slope, the 
group relaxed with panel dis¬ 
cussions and question and answer 
sessions with the foreign students 
at the ski lodge where foreign 
atmosphere added flavor to dis¬ 
cussions. 

Language laboratory, an arti¬ 
ficial means of substituting a 
foreign atmosphere, aids the stu¬ 
dent’s learning, the instructor 
said, because it gives repetition 
drill and ear training necessary 
for fluency and accuracy. 

An instructor in the lab can 
judge the student’s response, 
“motoring” his progress, Fo¬ 
garasi explained. “Language 
learning is not theory but 
skill,” he emphasized. 

One often hears it said that 
Americans are poorer learners 
of foreign language than Euro¬ 
peans; but the facts prove this 
statement false, he said. 

The speech organs are identi¬ 
cal. There is no such thing as a 
Russian larynx, French palate, 
or Grecian tongue. The reason 
Americans are not keeping up in 
the language “race” is psycho¬ 
logical. 

LANGUAGE STATUS 

The psychological feeling in 
the United States is different 
because: 

(1) A person can get a posi¬ 
tion without knowing more than 
one or two languages. 

(2) A person can travel thou¬ 
sands of miles and never use 
anything but English. 

(3) Instead of bringing pres¬ 
tige, knowledge of a foreign lan¬ 
guage indicates the person is an 
immigrant. A foreign language 
is usually something to “over¬ 
come” rather than “acquire.’ 

When the psychological bar¬ 
rier is broken and the student 
disciplines himself to learn with 
ease and pleasure, he will ac¬ 
quire a “distinction” and become 
equal or superior to Europeans, 
Fogarasi quoted William G. 
Moulton, Princeton professor. 

“Mr. F” to his students, 
Fogarasi came to the United 
States from Germany in 1950 
because he didn’t want to live 
under Russian rule. 

“In six years service with 
the Hungarian foreign office as 
a linguistic expert in the diplo¬ 
matic service, I became too well 
instructed in communism to live 
under Russian control,” he said.

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Defense Dominates Apache Wins 
Against Cardinals, Buccaneers 


An alert, aggressive defense 
has dominated two Apache wins 
against Henderson County and 
Blinn colleges. The Tribe blank¬ 
ed the Cardinals 16-0 and blitzed 
the Buccaneers 20-7. 

In both games a key inter¬ 
ception provided the turning 
point. Linebacker Charles Lind¬ 
sey picked off a cardinal pass 
early in the second half, sailing 
14 yards for a touchdown and a 
10-0 Tyler lead. Cornerback 
Rick Nabors turned the same 
trick against Blinn snatching a 
quick look-in pass and racing 75 
yards for the game breaking 
score and a 13-7 lead with 5:13 
to play. 

In each contest the Apaches 
were stingy when opponents 
neared the Tyler goal. The front 
four of Jerry Bishop, James 
Smith, Ray Dowdy, and Steve 
McCoy led goal line stands a- 
gainst repeated Cardinal and 
Buccanneer attempts inside the 
Tyler three-yard line. 

The Apaches have relied on 
this stubborn, unyielding defense 
to post a 3-1 season standard 
and a 1-0 conference mark. Op¬ 


ponents have reached the Black 
and Gold end zone only four times 
in four games against the defen¬ 
sive unit. Tribe defenders have 
caused 16 turnovers--intercept- 
ing eight passes and recovering 
eight enemy fumbles. Four turn¬ 
overs have resulted in Apache 
scores. The defense has also 
scored four of the teams’ ten 
touchdowns. 

Offensively, the Apaches show 
room for improvement, averag¬ 
ing 134 yards per game rushing 
and only 104 passing. Oppo¬ 
nents hold the edge in first downs, 
51 to 37, due to the Blinn game. 
The Apaches could manage but 
four first downs against the Buc¬ 
caneers.

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Veteran Day, Night Enrollment Doubles In Last 3 Years 




The number of veterans en¬ 
rolled in day and night classes 
has nearly doubled in the last 
three years. 

“We have about 250 persons 
attending day and night classes 
on veterans benefits,” said Her¬ 
bert Richardson counselor in 
charge of veteran enrollment. 

This is an increase from 
the 200 GI’s who attended last 


year and the 170 two years ago. 

‘‘Under the new bill any vet¬ 
eran who was discharged from 
the service after Jan. 31, 1955 
is eligible for veteran benefits.’ 

He noted that several retired 
regular servicemen are attend¬ 
ing TJC on the revised GI bill. 
Some of these are veterans of 
World War II; but most, he said, 
are more recent veterans, many 
having served in Vietnam. As 


for the caliber of the GI students 
Richardson said: 

“The men we get in here make 
mostly average grades. They are 
a little more sure of what they 
want than most high school grad¬ 
uates and realize the importance 
of getting a college degree.” 

He noted that the GI bill is 
not restricted to just men. TJC 
has three women on veterans’ 
benefits.

Resolved: That executive con¬ 
trol of u.S. foreign policy should 
be significantly curtailed. 

Lloyd Powers’ team, like oth¬ 
er colleges, will debate this 
question, chosen by debate 
coaches across the nation every 
summer. 

The procedure is for each 
coach to send one topic he would 
like to see debated to headquart¬ 
ers of his particular forsenic 
fraternity. This topic must be 
chosen from one of three pre¬ 
selected fields. 

The selected fields for TJC 
includes foreign affairs and do¬ 
mestic affairs. 

The nine topics appearing 
most frequently are then put on 
ballots and sent to the coaches. 

The topic selected by the na¬ 
tion’s debate coaches then be¬ 
comes the question debated dur¬ 
ing the next school year. The 
coaches usually receive this “re¬ 
solution” by late summer. 

The resolution is always a 
policy resolution and is always a 
positive resolution. It is always 
resolved that something should 
be changed or amended, but it is 
the very nature of debate that 
whatever is resolved must be a 
positive resolution. 

But each team in the tourna¬ 
ment must argue both positive 
and negative sides. To be able 
to debate successfully both sides 
of such a question, requires 
“many hours of study and in¬ 
tensive research,” Powers says. 

This investigation of the prob¬ 
lem often goes so far as trying 
to discover why the “particular 
resolution was chosen, what in¬ 
fluenced the coaches to vote as 
they did, how the judges at the 
tournament feel about the resolu¬ 
tion, and other questions one 
would not immediately deem nec¬ 
essary to be answered while re¬ 
searching for a debate tourna¬ 
ment,” he said. 


Debate tournaments are ar - 
ranged similar to golf tourna¬ 
ments. Participating colleges 
come by invitation, although invi¬ 
tations are usually sent for the 
asking. 


The bill, he explained, pays 
a flat monthly rate rather than 
tuition. Single men taking seven 
semester hours can receive $60, 
$95 for 10 hours and $130 for 
as much as 12 hours. Married 
men receive from $60 for seven 
hours to $155 for 12 hours and 
additional pay for children.

Though the two and three- 
car family is fast becoming a 
characteristic of the modern 
American family, few persons 
can claim membership to more 
than one family. But Carlos 
Davis Johnson Jr., 19, son of a 
district superintendent of a 
Methodist church in Tyler, “be¬ 
longs 0 to two families. 

Johnson acquired his second 
set of parents and four brothers 
after spending a year with a Dutch 
family in Schiedam,Netherlands, 
as an exchange student with th£ 
International Christian Youth 
program. 

After 13 months in the land 
of wooden shoes and tulips, both 
Johnson and one of his Dutch 
“brothers,” Jan Willem, 20, are 
attending Tyler Junior College,

where Willem is studying tropi¬ 
cal agriculture. 

During his visit in The Neth¬ 
erlands, Johnson stayed with the 
Francois Caliches family in their 
small apartment in Schiedam, a 
suburb of Rotterdam. “Thefam¬ 
ily treated me just like one of 
their own sons, and it’s really 
great to have another family to 
call your own,” he added. 

MUSIC CHANGES TEMPO 

Johnson and his four Dutch 
“brothers, * like many Ameri¬ 
can families, spent some time in 
friendly arguments and slight 
disagreements, but playing the 
guitar and singing popular Amer¬ 
ican songs in English usually 
changed the tempo to genuine 
interest and concern for one 
another. 

Johnson explained that peo¬ 
ple in the Netherlands frequently 
speak English, German and Dutch 
fluently since the vast ma¬ 
jority of Dutch economy relies 
on commerce. 

Concerning his trip to The 
Netherlands, he was amazed and 
a little ashamed too that the Dutch 
know so much about America and 
we know so little about their 
country. 

EMPHASIS ON STUDYING 

“Although we attended clas¬ 
ses only until 1 or 2 p.m., school 
was held six days a week with 
much more emphasis placed on 
studying than in America,” John¬ 
son said. 

He said that Dutch athletes 
practice only two hours each 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Among the strange customs 
and folkways of the people to 
which Johnson became accustom¬ 
ed, was riding a bicycle every¬ 
where including dates. 

In addition to the transporta¬ 
tion idyocyncracies of The Neth¬ 
erlands, inhabitants of this 
country also keep their change 
in billfolds rather than in their 
pockets. 

“Despite the legends I had 
heard about wooden shoes in the 
Netherlands,” he quipped, “only 
farmers and streetworkers wear 
them, while other Dutch citizens 
wear shoes similar to the ones 
worn by Americans.’

Johnson first became inter¬ 
ested in ICY, a worldwide, ecu¬ 
menical program sponsored by 
12 denominations to promote a 
better understanding between na¬ 
tions, three years ago when he 
met an exchange student from 
Holland in high school. 

Next he was required to write 
six, five-page essays so mem¬ 
bers of the ICY could learn more 
about his personality. 

“Of course, it took time to 
become accustomed to the lang¬ 
uage barrier. In fact, I even 
sat through a Greek religion 
class once and didn’t know the 
difference, but the embarras¬ 
sment and study necessary to 
learn the language was well worth 
the effort.’' 

So Carlos Johnson has re¬ 
turned home richer by a Dutch 
“brother” and with a better un¬ 


derstanding of himself, his 
country and his world.
